Moscow, U. S. S. R . June 8.— The 
number of unemployed in the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics, which 
increase from 1.070,000 to 1.4S5.0O0 
in thc six months ending March .11 
was reduced to 27,000 in the month 
of April largely because the peasants 
who flocked to the cities last winter 
are returning to their farms. t 

In April the unemployment doles 
amounted to about $4,000,000, vary- 
ing from $6 to $11 for each worker 
with 30 per cent added In the case of 
those having families. The annual 
unemployment fund is $45,000,000, of 
which the local and national govern- 
ments contributed 16 per cent, the 
unions 11 per cent and the employers 
the remainder in the form of social 
insurance.

Looking Toward Peace 

Emphatically it is in our favor 
that there is a growing disillusion 
about war. Thus, Clcmrnceau was 
recently quoted in a French mngazino 
-aa aayinjr: "If I wrote my memoirs 
not a nan would go to w»r even if 
the security of hi* country demanded 
It.** This disillusion about war— und 
to a lea* extent about imperialism — 
which has found utterances in .popu- 
lar* books and play*, and the wide- 
spread appreciation of the dangers 
of new World War are by no means 
enough to assure peace. Neverthe- 
less they have their values in any 
program of peace. 

Such a program will make use of 
the •political devices which we have 
discussed. It will agitate for the 
largest possible measure of disar- 
mament, and demilitarisation of pub- 
lic opinion. It will seek machinery 
which will make effective the r it ion 
of the international adjudication of 
quarrels so that no nation will ar- 
rogantly seek to be sheriff, judge -and 
jury in it* own cau»e. 

We Americans are especially con- 
cerned with a program for dealing 
with pur own inu»erialism. Such tx 



program will require us to deal with 
tional self determination for imperial- 
ism. That is impossible in our eco. 
nomically independent world. But 
while we recognize the necessity of 
worldwide trade, we may also recog- 
nize that the mud scramble tor ever 
larger market* in goods and capital 
abroad, due to the accumulation of 
goods ami capital in the hand* of 
the few and lack of pucchasing pow- 
er in the hands of the many at home, 
is thoroughly unwholesome. From 
this- point of view we should examine 
our tariff and taxation system, our 
wage levels and the control of money 
and credit. Such an examination will 
soon lead us to the very heart of the 
capitalist' system. . 

Certain other elements of an im- 
mediate program must be briefly 
stated. 

specific situation! that now exist, for 
example, in the Philippines and Haiti 
hs well as in Nicaragua, Mexico and 
China. We cannot substitute narrow 
isolationism or a mere doctrine of na- 

1. We should have an investigation 
of American investments and con- 
cessions abroad to furnish us with a 
better factual basis than we now 
possess. 

2. We should try to establish the 
principle that national military force 
shall not be used to collect private 
debts. Capital invested abroad 
charges enormous interest on the 



basis of the risk it incurs. It tlten 
seeks to pass the risk to the United 
States as a glorified debt collection 
agency. The success of the Germans 
in rebuilding their trade in China 
without any military power behind 
them shows that it is <not necessary 
to use gunboats a* salesmen or hill 
collectors. There may be profit for 
individuals in this policy. There is 
often less than they think. And there 
is no true profit for nations. 

3. We should seek to protect the 
lives of American citizens by other 
methods than the savage methods of 
vengeance. We do uot restore the 
dead to life by offering in their 
memory great libations of innocent 
blood. 

4. It ought to be possible in Latin 
relations to bring into being more ol 
the spirit and method of Locarno. 
The Pan-American Union might well 
be developed to regulate the terms of 
international loans, to supervise elec- 
tions in such a situation as now ex- 
ists in Nicaragua and otherwise to 
substitute the principle of interna- 
tional cooperation for national self 
assertion. Such a use of the Pan- 
American Union would for obvious 
reasons be no panacea. It might, how- 
ever, be a long step in advance of 
our present pructice. 

5. In regard to Asia we must re- 
member that the old days of white 
man's arrogance are over. It may 



I be advisable to exclude Japanese im* 
migration; that can be done in ways 
that will not insult a proud nation. 
We will remember and develop im- 
aginatively and patiently our historic 

' policy of friendship with China, re- 
fusing to become the catspaw of our 
own or the British die-hard imperial- 
ists. 

6. We should be willing to cancel 
the war debts, not as a matter of legal 
justice — under capitalism— to Europe, 
but of wise friendship. Such cancel- 
lation, however, should be hound up 
with an honorable settlement of the 
question of German" reparations and 
some assurance that what we forgive 
in war debts will not, be spent on ar- 
maments^ If we increase the upper 
brackets of income and inheritance 
taxes at home this forgiveness of 
debts will not fall on the shoulders 
of farmers and workers, hut on tho 
investing class which has most to 
gain by such a policy since it is "em- 
phatically not forgiving but holding 
and increasing its own private claims 
on Europe. We should try to dis- 
courage by every practical means 
loans by our big bankers in behalf of 
our investing class to strengthen the 
hanrs of Mussolini and other dicta- 
tors of his stripe. 

7. Sooner or later if there is to be 
peace ami prosperity among men we 
must come to some kind of interna- 
tional control over, or allocation of. 



raw materials. Under the stress of 
war something of this sort was actu- 
ally brought about between the Allies 
principally through the medium of 
the allied control of shipping. So 
ardont a patriot as Roosevelt, even 
before the World War, saw something 
of this necessity and at the end of 
his administrfct)on actually proposed 
a world conference on the preserva- 
tion and use of natural resources— a 
conference which unfortunatelly never 
was held. We shall not arrive at any 
solution of this problem by one con- 
ference. Nevertheless, a general con- 
ference on the subject, perhaps under 
the auspices of the League of Nations 
as well as of the United States, might 
have great value. 

A Larger Loyalty 
An indispensable feature of an anti- 
imperialist program must be a re- 
education in the highest loyalty. As 
*f have previously said, a nation 
might establish Socialism within its 
border and still threaten the world's 
peace. Hence the duty before us to 
train ourselves and our children in a 
supreme loyalty not to one nation but 
to humanity. For this education de- 
delopment of friendly international 
and interracial contacts is of the 
utmost importance. Above all, it is 
vital that the workers of the world 
should learn not merely a theoretical 
but a practical internationalism. We 
have see n that the friendly relations 



of Pan-American labor bodies with 
our A. F. of L. have done much to 
keep the peace with Mexico. While 
internationals of consumers coopera- 
tives, trade unions, and working class 
parties did not by their combined 
economic activity prevent the last 
war it is not hopeless to believe that 
they may learn to prevent future 
wars. The attitude of labor unions 
in England was a great factor in 
staying Lloyd George's hand against 
the triumphant Turks at the Darda- 
nelles. And surely the workers of 
the Western European nations had 
something to do with checking allied 
intervention in Soviet Russia. 

It is Utopian to believe that man- 
kind can move toward world wide 
cooperation and an inclusive loyalty 
without any coercion of unsocial in- 
dividuals and groups. It is our prob- 
lem to discover the most effective 
ways of "not-violent coercion." It is 
his search for methods and a spirt of 
righting wrongs without violence that 
gives peculiar significance to Gandhi. 
The problem of peace is not dependent 
on Tolstoyan non-resistance. We 
may even see considerable organized 
violence and yet avert the wholesale 
calamity of world war. Nevertheless 
not only ethics but ^he consideration 
of the extraordinary dangers of war 
compels us to find -substitutes for the 
I coercion of battle. To a certain extent 
labor has found such a substitute in

Aa a bogey this threatened aliena- 
tion of ownership has been very suc- 
cessfully employed, despite the dis- 
couraging experiences which have 
overtaken our farmers. The long 
succession of adverse farm happen- 
ings., disclosing, a* it does, an un- 
mistakable trend, has failed to im- 
press either the capitalist oracle* or 
the farm population that th* social- 
ist contention embodies some truth 
and merits some consideration. 

Capitalism Taking Farms 

At the present time the "fanner 
problem," which looms large as a 
disturbing factor in the economic 
and political life of the • nation, re- 
solves itself into a straggle on the 
part of the American farmer to pre- 
aerve his ownership against the in- 
roads being made upon it by the ra- 
pacious interests that prey upon him. 

Capitalism is separating th? farm- 
er from his ownership with a radipity 
that is alarming him. And there is 
ground for his alarm, because if the 
pace at which his ownership has been 
passing from him is maintained, or 
quickened, which latter seems the 
more probable, it requires no prophet- 
ic vision to perceive that within a 
comparatively short time his change 
to a wage worker will be completely 
effected. In the absence of an in- 
telligence and aggressive agricultu- 
ral program his elimination as a 
property owner is inevitable under 
capitalism. He is not facing a pros- 
pective socialist threat but an actual 
capitalist menace. He has not merely 
a theory to analyze, but a fact to 
face, and a condition' to deal with. 
It is not out of the "phantasies" of 
socialism, but the realities of capital- 
ism, that the "farmer problem" is 
compounded.

Farms Taxed Third 
Of Total Profits 

.New York, June 11.— During 
the last three years agriculture 
in the United States paid taxes 
amounting to 33.1 per cent of its 
net profits, the national industrial 
conference board announces. 

A study made by the board dis- 
closes that in proportion to agricul- 
ture's net profits taxes paid on 
farms during that period averaged 
nearly three times more than in 
the last three prewar years. Dur- 
ing 1W2, 101.1 and 1014 taxes ab- 
sorbed an average of 11.2 per cent 
uf the total net farm profits, the 
eport said. 

**How acute a crisis American 
agriculture has passed through in 
recent years," the report says, "is 
reflected in the fact that in 1920- 
21 taxes collected from farms 
amounted to nearly six times the 
total act profits from all farms. 

Tha survty shows taxes levied 
on agriculture amounted to $HW),- 
000.000 in m&-26, at against 
fJ 1 6,000,000 in 191.1. In th« last 
crop year net profits were given 
as $2,930,000,000, about the same 
as Ih 1913. 

The survey shows that the Mel- 
lon fax laws have not benefitted 
the farmers perceptibly.
